SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Summer  of  1943  was,  so  far  as  Water  Supplies 
were  concerned,  a  very  dry  one,  but  supplies  were  main¬ 
tained  to  all  the  Council’s  Water  Works,  with  the  exception 
of  Sandsend,  Aislaby  and  the  Parish  of  Hinderwell. 

Water  was  pumped  by  the  National  Fire  Service  from 
other  sources  to  augment  the  supply  to  Sandsend,  Hinder- 
well,  Newholm  and  Hawsker.  Water  was  taken  from 
Whitby  to  Aislaby  Reservoir  by  a  tank  wagon  loaned  by  the 
Army  Authority  to  assist  the  supply  during  the  dry  period. 
An  increase  in  the  supply  of  water  to  these  places  is  required 
at  an  early  date. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  where  necessary.  Mains  on 
Goathland  Moor  were  cleared — new  pipes  laid  from  Spring 
Head  to  Aislaby  Reservoir  ;  and  300  yards  of  3m.  main  laid 
to  the  Orchards,  Goathland. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  various  Sewage  Works  owned  by  the  Council  are 
in  good  condition. 

No  extensions  to  the  Sewers  have  been  required,  but 
repairs  have  been  carried  out  where  necessary.
